Those who continued their op- 
position to the finish have based their 
attitude on the argument that the bill 
confers unnecessary autocratic powers 
upon the president and is unconstitu-

Administratign leaders championed 
the measure consistently and would 
not agree to any amendments limiting 
the president’s authority. During the 
long fight some democrats thought 
concessions would have to be made. 
They found, however, that the presi- 
dent insisted upon passage of the bill 
without substantial change from the 
form in which he sent it to Senator 
Overman, of North Carolina, last Feb- 
ruary after the senate military com- 
mittee virtually had decided to recom- 
mend legislation for a war cabinet and 
munitions director as the result of its 
war inquiry. 

The only amendments added in the 
senate were accepted by Senator 
Overman, in charge of the bill. One 
by Senator Wadsworth, of New York, 
republican, would authorize the pres- 
ident to centralize authority over the 
programm in one executive officer, and 
another by Senator Jones, republican, 
of Washington, limits the effect of 
reorganizations made under the Dill 
to six months instead of one year aft- 
er the war.

New York, April 29.—One hundred 
and five heroes of the French army, 
members of the famous Chasseurs 
Alpine corps, nicknamed “Blue Devils,” 
who arrived here today, and fifty 
veterans of General Pershing’s army 
who came here yesterday from over- 
seas, gave New Yorkers a series of 
thrills. today. 

Patriotic fervor reached 4 high 
pitch when Pershing’s soldiers, many 
of them wearing the French war cross, 
awarded for bravery, marched up 
Broadway from the Battery to the 
city hall, where they were formally 
received by Mayor Hylan. After the 
ceremony they scattered throughout 
the city to aid in the Liberty bond 
campaign. The arrival of the French- 
men was entirely unexpected. They 
also came to help the Liberty Loan 
campaign.

After fighting of the most terrific na- 
ture, the British and French lines are 
stilPintact, and the enemy has Jost ter- 
ribly in his repeated assaults against 
| the lines where the allies stand at bay. 

The objective of the fighting that 
now is going on is the capture of Ypres, 
where, since 1914, the British have held 
their positions. Two years ago the 
allied lines were carried forward and 
the salient in front of the city was 
wiped out, but from these positions the 
British retired a week ago to” the 
trenches where they stocd during the 


terrific fighting in the spring of 1915, 
when they stopped the Germans in their 
first drive for the channel ports. 

The present battle opened with a 
bombardment of the British and French 
lines from Meteren to Voormezeele, a 
distance of twelve miles. Then came 
reports of a spread of the fighting 
around the curve in the line in front of 
Ypres until the Belgian armies, north of 
the city, were involved. Field Marshal 
Haig’s official report, anxiously await- 
ed, brought the news that the utmost 
efforts of the Germans had been fruit- 
less all along the line. The field mar- 
shal's statement said that the Teutons 
had paid a great price and had gained 
Virtually nothing. 


LITTLE INDICATION 


|OF ALLIED RETREAT. 


The battle still continues along the 
front, but there is little indication that 
an immediate withdrawal from Ypres.is 
contemplated by the allies, at least 
until they have exacted from the enemy 
a great sacrifice of human lives.

where the French are standing. At 
some points the enemy was able to 
occupy portions of the line, but from

London, April 29.—Powerful attacks 
by the Germa against the French 
and British positions between Meteren 
and Silebeke today were repulsed, the 
Germans losing heavily, according to 
the report from Field Marshal Haig 
tonight. ’ 

The British line held absolutely, but 
at various points the Germans gained 
a foothold in the French positions, only 
to be iven out later from the greater 
part of this territory. 

The Belgians also repulsed heavy at- 
tacks, inflicting severe casualties on 
the enemy. 

The statement says: 

“Following a bombardment of great 
intensity, the French and British posi- 
tions from the neighborhood of Meteren 
to Zillebeke lake were violently at- 
tacked this morning by large hostile 
forces.

Senator Smith, of Georgia, did not 
press his substitute bill, proposing to 
limit the legislation to executive and 
essentially war agencies. 

An amendment by Senator Brande- 
gee, of Connecticut, republican, provid- 
ing that “if any power, constitutional 
or not, has been inadvertently omitted 
from this bill, it is hereby granted in 
full,” was rejected by a viva voce vote. 


Let Congress Quit, Says Harding. 


Senator Harding, speaking against 
the bill, declared that if the 
senate “is to accept an executive 
mandate” and refuse every suggestion 
of an amendment to the bill congress 
might as well delegate its taxing 


power to the executive department and 
o home. Opposition to the bill, he 
declared, could not be blamed on par- 
tisan motives. Were he inspired by 
partisan designs, Senator Harding de- 
clared, he would urge speedy passage

A statement given out in New York 
by President Newcomb Carlton, of the 
Western Union, declares that only 140 
men of the Western Union in the en- 
tire country attended the Sunday méet- 
ings, and local officials in Atlanta say 
that only one Western Union operator 
attended the meeting here Sunday aft- 
ernoon, in addition to the ten men who 
were discharged after having joined 
the union. 

Local officials of the. Western Union 
stated that after the meeting that was 
held Sunday afternoon, that ten men 
put on the buttons denoting they had 
become members of t ommercial 
Telegraphers’ union, an at these men 
were immediately dischirged. 

Austin F. Joyner, organiser for the 
union, was charged with having start- 
ed to picket the men of the estern 
Union, but the officlalsa did not at- 
tach any paeetaece to that. The em- 
Ployees of the Western Union, accord- 
ing to the officials of the company, 
are satisfied with their jobs, and do 
not see that they could be aided by 
joining this union. The wnion or- 
ganizers are charged with attempting 
to bulldoze the operators after hav- 
ing failed to perfect a large organiza- 
tion. 

Ribble Makes Statement. 


George W. Ribble, general southern 
manager for the Postal Telegraph and 
Cable company, gave out a-statement 
in which he declared that two men ap- 
peared for work in Birmingham Mon- 
day morning with C. T. U. A. buttons on 
their coat lapels, and that they were 
immediately discharged. He declares 
that this union is the creation of a 
small group of professional agitators 
who are neither reliable nor respon- 
sible. He says that the Postal is not 
opposed to unions, but that it is op- 
posed to this particular organization.

BATTLE FOR KEMIMEL

Amsterdam, April 29.—Emperor Wil- 
liam. watched the battle for Kemmel 
hill on April 26, gays the correspondent 
at the front of The Berlin Lokal An- 
zeiger. ; 

“As early as 6 o'clock,” the corre- 
spondent telegraphs, “his majesty 
posted himself on an advanced field 
position which gives a view over the 
range of heights southwest of Ypres 
and which, in the early morning light, 
positively shook under the roar of our 
tremendous gunfire. This thunderous 
gun chorus, the gleam of falling shells 
in the still, misty uplands, the thick 
line of smoke which lay like dark

ebbing of the fire—could be exactly 
followed. Gradually the wires brought 
the first news announcing ‘the success. 
“The emperor, who was surrounded 
by the suite of the commander. of one 
of the armies, personally marked all 
thé results om the maps. He remained 
absorbed in the contemplation of this 
war picture until the late afternoon.

EDENBORN IS RELEASED 
ON $10,000 CASH BOND 


New Orleans, April 29.—William 
Edenborn, millionaire president of the 
Louisiana Railway and Navigatiom 
company, arrested last night charged 
with violation of section three of the 
espionage act, was released on $10,000 
bond by United States Commissioner 
Charles Weinberger late today. Eden- 
born presented his personal certified 
check for the amount of the bond. 

The hearing on the question of bail 
wss held at the house of detention, 
but Edenborn’s whereabouts after his 
release were carefully guarded. Fed- 
eral authorities declined to state 
where Edenborn had been hidden since 
his arrest. 

The federal grand jury will be in 
session tomorrow and Edeborn’s case 
probably will be presented at that 
time, it was stated. 

Shortly after his release on bond, 
and while he was in the corridor of 
the house of detention, Edenborn made 
a verbal statement to newspaper men, 
in which he offered a blanket denial 
of all cherges contained in the reso- 
lution adopted yesterday by the ex- 
ecutive committee of the National 
Security jJeague, Louisiana division. 
Edenborn was ac@used in the resolu- 
tion of disloyalty, and his prosecution 
under the espionage act was called for. 
Regarding his utterances at a recent 
Americanization meeting speech Eden- 
born said he meant no disloyalty to 
the United States, “my country for fif- 
ty years.” 

The authorities announced tonight 
that after Edenborn’s arrest at Shrews- 
bury last night he was taken to a local 
hotel for lunch and later to thes third 
precinct police station. During this 
morning he was kept in the courtroom 
over the station and early this after- 
noon was taken to the house of deten- 
tion. Asked by the turnkey if he de- 
sired to purchase food from outside to 
supplement his prison fare, Edenborn 
replied that he did not. 

Although Edenborn’s attorney to- 
night stated that his client would “con- 
tinue in New Orleans as usual,” au- 
thorities stated that precautions were 
being taken to prevent any harm com- 
ing to the capitalist. Public feeling 
aroused in the community by Eden- 
born’s Americanization meeting speech 
had not died down tonight, the authori- 
ties declared. 

Edenborn’s house, a six-room cottage 
near Audubon park, was searched by 
government agents today. 

James J. Wolfe, a grocer of Gretna, 
across the river from here, was ar- 
rested late today and is being held on 
a technical charge for the federal au- 
thorities.

Advises Macon Women 
To Do Men’s Work 


Macon, Ga., April 29.—(Special.)— 
Despite the fact that the labor shortage 
in Macon is already acute, the indica- 
tions are that it will be more so since 
the arrival here of JI. G. Henson, lcbor 
agent for the United States govern- 
ment, who is spending this week lLere 
soliciting labor for the governi@ent 
nitrate plant at Sheffield, Ala. 

When Mr. Henson arrived today he 
was informed by C. E. Turner, local la- 
bor agent, that Macon is already faced 
by a serious labor shortage, there be- 
ing on file today applications for 32 
common laborers with no takers. The 
gzevernment labor agent stated that he 
had. found conditions the same in prac- 
tically every eity he has visited and 
that he was not discouraged by the 
fact, but expects to secure a great many 
workers here. 

“I have been authorized by the gov- 
ernment to pay good wages,” said Hen- 
son, “but not to take labor from agri- 
cultural work. In Selma, Ala, «und 
other cities, where I have been, the 
women are taking the places of the 
men in the shops and factories, and I 
do not see why they cannot do the 
same thimg here. They will have to 
come to it sooner or later, for Uncle 
Sam is gradually making inroads on 
the available supply of labor by draft- 
ing for his armed forces. There are 
many positions now held by men that 
can just as w@¢ll be filled by women.”

Rush of Negroes This Week. 
Men Pass Creditable Phys- 
ical Examjnations --- Many 
Prominent Georgians In- 


cluded in This Draft Incre- | 


ment. 


‘The entire intrement of whites ef- 
fected by the call that went into effect 
April 26 has reported at Camp Gor- 
don’s receiving station, according to 
the statement of officers at the casual 
detachment, and for the next‘few days 
& grand rush Of negroes from all parts 
of the state is scheduled to také place. 

By noon more than 2,800 of the 2,900 
inorement of whites had shown up and 
been put through the preliminaries that 
precede entrance to the national army 
forces at Gordon. Of the 3,500 negroes 
due to report only about 800 had re- 
ported. 

Special trains bringing the colored 
drafted men to the camp will be run 
from Atlanta every day for the next 
several days, officials further staté. 
The negroes will be received and dis- 
posed of in as quick style as were the 
white men who have reported in this 
increment. 

“The new men afe passing’ highly 
créditable examinations,” said one of 
the receiving station officers Monday. 
“As yet,«however, we have not gone 
far enough into the increment to de- 
termine whether it will surpass the 
other increments called during the 
past in physical records. It is proba- 
ble that this will be the case, however.” 


First Drill Monday. 


Preliminary training in military tac- 
tics and drill was given the thew men 
Monday on the parade grounds of the 
easual detachment. During the course 
of the day the parade fields surround- 
ing the casual detachment was dotted 
with units of civilian-clad selectmen, 
and officials in charge of the work 
state that the new mén give promise 
of quickly developing into splendid sol- 
diers. 

Prominent among the recent incre- 
ment of .selectmen are the names of 
two members of the faculty of the Uni- 
versity of Georgia. These are W. Ar- 
nold Burns, of Commerce, who was an 
instructor in the extension department 
of the college of agriguiture, and Wil- 
liam Wilson Weber, of Athténs, profes- 
sor in the mathematical department 
of the college of arts. Officials at the 
station add that in the present incre- 
ment more college men, and particu- 
larly men from the state university, 
were numbered than any other quota 
that has ever reported at the camp. 


Practicing Dentisf. 


Samuel Golderman, of Douglas, was 
a practicing dentist before he came 
to Camp Gordon several days ago. His 
clientele will be glad to know that he 
has completed the. first lap. of his prep- 
arations to take a coufse in Berlin. 

Bert Fowler, of Warrefiton, Was 4as- 
sistant cashier in one of the banks of 
his home city and was also a town of- 
ficial. In a few days he will bé wéar- 
ing khaki and drawing “thirty per” 
from Uncle Sam. ° 

One of the few negroes who have re- 
ported in the present increment was es- 
corted to the receiving station last 
night after he had wandered about the 
camp for anh hour in search of the 
personnel officer. When he was ques- 


tioned by officials at the station re-. 


garding the success of his search he 
insisted strohely that he had passed 
before the “humane” officer. It was 
with difficulty that the word “person- 
nel” was impressed upon him and his 
impfessions conéerning the.term “hu- 
mane” corrected. 

The first Chinaman to be supplied 
Camp: Gordoh’s forces by the state of 
Georgia is Wong Wing, of Savannah, 
proprietor of a cafe in that city. Wong 
doesti't séefnm depressed over his en- 
trance to the “Big scrap,” but is evi- 
dencing much interest in the thing and 
will make a fine soldier. 


Ship Yards Worker. 


Samuel R. Bandy, Jr., who also comes 
to this camp from Savannah, was a 
worker in the shipyards of that city 
before he Was sworn in. 

James ’*A. Baskins, of Buchatian, was 
a wholesale grocer, before he applied 
for a suit of Khaki.

The existing capital issues commit- 
tee, since its organization three and 
a half months ago, has developed an 
extensive system of examining the mer- 
its of proposed’ securities issues, 
through the co-operation of subcom- 
mittees in each federal reserve dis- 
trict composed of bankers and si- 
ness men acting as volunteers, and this 
machinery probably will be used by the 
new organization. 

* The committee in the past three and 
one-half months has approved new is- 
sues aggregating $103,000,000, approved 
refunding obligations which did not 
involve issuance of, new capital, 
amounting to $238.000,000 and has dis- 
approved $44,000,000. In addition, ar- 
rangements were made informally for 
the postponement of more than $8,000,- 
000 securities,,and many millions were 
frowned upon by the district subcom- 
mittees and thus prevented from going

Already it can be seen that the dom- 
inant note of the biennial will be war 
work and co-operative service with 
the government, but at the same time 
the question of the election of new of- 
ficers for the General Federation is 
taking uup much of the discussion of 
the delegates. It is understood that 
Mrs. Josiaii Evans Cowles will have 
no opposition, but the election of some 
other officers is apt to bring up dis- 
cussions relative to changes in plan 
of selection, which will create more 
than usual interest in some’ cases. 

Georgia will be well represented on 
the biennial program. Mrs. Black “Will 
speak at several meetings and Mrs.

INDIGENT ENEMY ALENS 
“WL BE GIVEN REL 


Swiss and Swedith Legations 
Will Act for the German. 
Government. | 


Washington, April 29.—With the ap- 
proval and co-operation of the Ameri- 
can government, the legations of 
Switzerland and Sweden, representing 
respectively German and Austro-Hun- 
garian interests, have undertaken to 
direct relief work among indigent en-, 
emy aliens throughout the United 
States. Relief will be extended to 
needy families of interned.aliens direct 


from the legation funds, while to aid 
law-abiding enemy aliens who heve 
euffered on account of their statug, a 
national committee of Americans is to 
be organized to co-operate with the 
legations and their consular offices. 

ecretary Lansing announced the ar- 
rangement today in this statement: 

“In the interests of the safety and 
welfare of this country, it has deen 
found necessary, from time to time, to 
restrict the movements and fields of 
employment of enemy aliens. In some 
cases these restrictions have worked 
hardships of enemy aliens who in, all 
respects, have shown themselves 
friendly to the United States, but who, 
owing to the accident of birth and war 
conditions, have been unable to change 
their status as such, and have, of ne- 
cessity, ‘become objects of charity. 
Likewise the families of those enemy 
aliens whom the government deems 
it advisable to intern, are often de- 
prived of their means of livelihood, 
and they also become dependent on the 
charity of others. 


To Meet Condition. 


“In order to meet this condition the 
legation of Switzerland and the lega- 
tion of Sweden, in charge respectively 
of German and Austro-Hungarian in- 
terests in the United States, have with 
the approval and co-operation.of this 
government undertaken to systematize 
and supervise all the relief that may 
be given to needy enemy aliens, wher- 
ever and however situated throughout 
the country. In the case of the in- 
terned enémy aliens and their families 
the legations have agreed to supply all 
the relief from their own funds, limit- 
ing such relief to what is found after: 
careful investigation to be the essen- 
tial minimum. 

“The case'of the law-abiding enemy 
aliens has presented a more complex 

roblem. This it is proposed to meet 

y the formation of a national commit- 
tee composed of American citizéns 
which in co-operation with the lega- 
tions of Switzerland and Sweden and 
the consuls under their jurisdiction will 
investigate all cases of distress among 
their class and will control the col- 
lection ané@ distribution of all funds 
that may be subscribed for the pur- 

ose of their relief. It will, of course, 

ave local committees working under 
it wherever the need of such commit- 
tees is felt, and will render accounts 
of its aetivities to the proper authori- 


ties. 

“I feel confident that the intelli- 
gent and controlled relief of énem 
aliens in distress in accordance wit 
the proposed meth is a humanita- 
rian measure in accord with the spirit 
in which we have undertaken to carry 
on this war.” 

No Treaty Obligation. 

There is no obligation in existing 
treaties for such treatment of enemy 
aliens as is proposed. In Germany and 
Austria many such have been detained 
and most of them are largely depend- 
ent for support upon the Red Cross or 
other organizations. 

In the case of enemy aliens, who 
gre interned, the United States is iia- 
ble for the cost of their maintenance 
as in the case of any lawbreaker or 
suspect. The eine age cweaten at 
tions may supp e some sma 
articles of ood. aot® rovided by the 
internment camps administration. 

The activities of the legations will 
not extend in any way to the compara- 
tively few prisoners of war in this 
country. e Hague treaties provide 
that the cost of their maintenance shall 
be assessed against the enemy coun- 
tries upon the conclusion of peace.
